State Prison, coming out of the

land 
in the 
township has

thistles 
growing, on said land that will 
mature 
if not 
eradicated, he 
shall notify the owner or oc­ 
cupant, by registered mail, to 
cut 
down 
or 
eradicate 
by 
chem icals such thistles within 
three days after receipt of the 
notice, if the thistles have not 
been radicated within the tim e 
specified, 
the 
trustee 
shall 
cause 
such 
thistles 
to 
bo 
eradicated 
within 
three 
days 
thereafter by employing some 
person or persons to do the 
work. (15-902). 
“The trustee shall pay for the 
chem icals and equipment used 
and persons employed at a rate 
com m ensurate 
with

hourly rate, from the Township 
Fund. (15 903) 
“The trustee shall certify the 
cost or expense of such work 
and the costs of chem icals used, 
with a description of the la nr! 
or prem ises on which the labor 
v. as performed, to the county 
auditor of the county in which

during a negotiating session in 
the prison dining hall. Details 
were not immediately released. 


As 
convicts 
began 
coming 
out 
with 
their 
hands 
up, 
authorities 
reported 
that 
10 
hostages 
had 
been 
released 
but that 
11 
others were 
still 
being held inside the prison. 


Guards 
yelled 
and 
fired 
occasional gun-shots into the air 
to keep the inmates moving. 
Some 
inmates 
were herded 
into 
a 
fenced 
area 
on 
the 
northeast corner oí the peniten­ 
tiary 
grounds. 
Two 
Army 
helicopters circled the prison. 
Between 500 and 800 inmates, 
goaded to a call to revolution 
by 
six 
prisoners, 
held 
the 
prison. They issued a list of 
five demands at dawn. 
The 
inmates, 
who 
were 
dem anding amnesty and prison 
reform, 
controlled 
the 
state’s 
largest jail and set fires which 
destroyed 12 buildings. 
Two prisoners were killed in 
the 
uprising 
and 
a 
score or 
more were injured, the gover­ 
nor’s office sa ii. 
The prisoner “ requests'' were 
relayed to Gov, David Hall by 
the governor’s press aide. The 
state’s 
top 
officials 
reviewed 
the demands. 
“ We demand 
total amnesty 
for the so-called ring leaders.” 
the 
convicts 
-said. 
“ ...this 
institution was was overdue for 
this blow-up.’

CAPE KENNEDY (U P I) - 
Skylab’s 
second 
crew 
soared 
into 
orbit 
today 
and 
then 
rocketed in pursuit of the big 
space station for a two month 
visit that wiE double the tim e 
man has liv<#d away from his 
planet.

“We’re doing great,” report­ 
ed Lousma, a rookie spacem an

before blastoff. 
The Skylab 2 pilots left earth 
at 7:11 a.m . after the sm oothest 
countdown ever conducted on 
an American spaceship. Their

IB 
rocket 
propelled 
them into a prelim inary earth 
orbit 10 minutes later.

The astronauts, traveling at 
more

Then, at 9:29 a.m ., Bean fired 
Apollo's big rocket engine for
